is thereby done, as near as can at prefent be compu- 
ted, 1,500 1. Damage, befides the Damage done to 
many other Buildings in Town, which is not at pre- 
fent to be valued ; aifoto Abundance of large Irees, 
the greateft Arms of which were blown about in the 

Air tor a confiderable Space of Time like Feathers. 

* The Spires of Hemingford and Bluntifham Churches 
were likewife blown down, and it is computed that 
the Damage done to the Reétor’s Houfe and Gardens 
of the latter Place amounts to upwards of 5001. 

‘ There is {carce a Windmill left flanding within fe- 
ven or eight Miles of this Place ; the Lofs of thole al- 
ready come to Hand are, Bourne, one (wherein a 
Man and a Boy were kill'd); Elfeworth, one; Fen- 
ny Stanton, one; Over, one; Willingham, three i 
Blantifham, one, wherein one Man was kill'd; thofe 
that are left are fo miferably fhatter’d, that they will 
not be fit for Ufe under a great Expence.
